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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant's arguments filed July 20, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In response 
to applicant's main argument that the references fail to show spending capacity, Examiner noticed that spending capacity as defined in the 
Applicant's specification as spending levels in a hierarchical organization structure. For example, a manager may assign spending levels 
for sub-departments below his or her level in a hierarchical organizational structure. When the resource plan containing such assignments 
of spending levels is published by the manager, the assigned spending levels become visible to the participants below the manager in the 
hierarchical organizational structure. Thus, Sultan teaches spending capacity when he securely generates real time global sales forecasts 
at any level of the sales force hierarchy by defining an hierarchical structure for a sales force of the company (col. 2, lines 8-37). 
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
